There iwere” fome'cof them got roi in 
Fife, who:begun ito Plunder, - anll teal Hotles 
and Arms, with a rclojution ito :reinforce the 
Rebels. But upon my Lond: Chancollors com: 
ing over to Fife to fupprels theſe -diſorders, 
and to haſten out the Militia and Heretors of 
that Shire, they vaniſhed and fled towards 
Sterling ; where my Lord Elfngftoun, and the 
Earl of Murray's Deputy-Steward for the Lord- 
ſhip of Pown; -happily met wirh them near the - 
Paſs, killed and took almoſt the whole party, 
and brought in about'a hundred Horſemen Priſo- 
ners to Sterling ;* where they are now ſecured. 
Among theſe Priſoners they ſay there are three 
(if not four) of-my Lord Sr. Andrew's Mar- - 
therers. ; | 
The Militia and the Heritors from the three 
Lowdens, Tivedale, and the Merff, with thoſe 
from- Fife, are- already-come-hither, —who-wtth 
the ſtanding-forces- make a conſiderable body,

with which they intend to march towards the 
Enemy to morrow or next day ; and the For- 
ces fromthe Shire of Perth and Sterling, are to 
join them 'in their March. The Train of Ar. 
tillery is ready, and all other Neceſlaries provi. 
ded for them. And every thing <lle 1s done 
that may tend to the ſupprefling this Rebellion, 
All of them both Horſe and;Foot are brisk- and 
reſolute, being animated by a good Caule ; and 
for a Gracious Prince, their -Laws, 'Lives, and 
Liberties. . 
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
